Report of School Board. 


The school board of Effingham herewith submits to the 
citizens of the school district of Effingham its report for 
1915-1916. 

As we were obliged to raise the salaries of our teachers 
the school year has been only thirty weeks, but valuable 
work has been accomplished. Some ofthe schools did not: 
begin on time because the board could not find teachers to 
take the place of those who agreed to keep the school, bur 
failed to keep their contract. 

As no Grange Fair was held last fall, the people could not 
see what character of work had been accomplished in out 
schools, but the board extends an invitation to the parents 
and others to visit the schools and see how the teacher con- 
ducts the work in the school room, instead of meeting in 
some neighbor’s house and criticizing and keeping a bad 
name for the school and teacher. Again we ask the people 
who have no children, to spend from two to six hours a term 
in the school room and then if school order is not kept, they 
will have something to talk about, but unless you visit the 
school, please do not make any remarks, but instead, speak 
a good word of cheer, which will do more to keep a school 
in harmony than anything else. Again, some of the people 
took great interest in keeping the state truant officer in hot 
water about a little matter that should have been settled 
by the truant officer of the district, but nevertheless the 
school board was very pleased to meet Mr. Kimball. 

Unless the parents take more interest and read Chap. 93, 
Sect..14, of our state bylaws which refers to the schooling 
of the child, the board will be obliged to make an example 
of someone’s boy or pirl to keep the school attendance up 
to the standard.
